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1. Oa April 17, 1950 a certain Knaak (or Mumek) of the Central Secretariat of 
the SED called a special conference in the "Regierungsgebacude" (Government 
Building) of the DDR, in the offien of Gebler, the Deputy Chief of the D4é- 
vision of Science & Technical Matiera of the Ministry of Industry. The con 
erence was atteaded by the following SfD nemberss

Knaak had also invited two othe: DNA Presidium membera: Reg, Nat K. Igmel, Dresde 
and Prof. K. Koloc, Rector of t:2 Technical Nigh School, Dresden, who, however, 
did not attend. ; 


2, The immediate oceasion for the conference was the forthconing meeting of the 
DUA (Deutscher Normenausschuss) scheduled for 21 April at Berlin-Charlotten— 
burg, Uhlandstrasse 175, and tis object of the conference was to discuss the. 
possibilities of using tha DIA (hitch has menbers fron ail zones of Germany) | 
in the interests of the SED an the DDR. 


3. The discussion was opened ty Kreak, who stated that all members of the DNA Pre~ 
sidium mist seize overy opportuiity to influenee the DUA in the direction of 
DDR's political objectives, Fran the DDR, therefore, only politically reli- 
able persons should take part ii DNA sessions. He deplored the fact that teo 
many of the participating engin ers from the DDR becam so engrosead in the 
professional aspects of the DUR sessions as to forpet the "far more important" 
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political objectives. That would have to be changed in the future, The 
suxcomnittees of the DA were well suited as places for proparatine the 
SED"'s political ideas westward, and no opportunity for doing this was to 
be nepilected, 


Guonther suprorted and emphasized Knaak!s view, stating that the Ka? ws 
employing a new staff menber rared Sperle to supervise the selection of 
representatives of the DDR fox DVA meetings. 


“hen someone objected, pointing out that a certain amount of technical 
conpetence wis essential in a reprasentative to the DNA, Knaak stated 

that professional competence vas of secondary importance, the main quali- 
fieation being political reliatility. Kneaak maintained that "some techni~ 
eal knowledge, enouch to ba able to converse intelligently" is quickly 
acquired, A short briefing of the selected representatives by qualified 
professional nen would suffice. 


énaak went on to say that the DNA should be induced to send out its in- 
visations to sessions well in sdvanes. Those present then expressed a 
desire that the advance notice be eifht weeks, Knaak favored a shorter 
tine "in order not to arouse suspicion", Four weeks was apreed upon as 
tne tins limit within which the selection of suitable representatives 
would have to be accomplishet. 


Next, the forthcoming new elestion of the DNA Fresidium in the Fall vag 
discussed, Knaak demanded thet the list of the DDR representatives pro- 
posed for election should be kept from the DNA as long as possible, but 

that every means must be used to get the DITA to supply a list of the repre- 
sentatives proposed by the Veet ag soon as rossible. This was essential 

so that the Central Secretariet could, with the help of the Comrmnist Party 
apants in the Federal Republic, investigate the candidates proposed by the 
Veote Knaak added that, while the process of supervising people politically 
wai mot yet as woll organized in the Federal Republic as in the DDR, the 
existing organization there eculd be employed to supply useful. information. ** 


Kraak now indicated the course of ection which vwovld eventuate, if it should 
prove impossible to influence the DA along the lines of the polley of the 
Ceotral Seerstariat: the DDR would, in that case, five up its collaaoration 
with the DNA and would do its standardizing work independently in the eastern 
“one, nor would it be necessary to forgo the results of western standardiza- 
tions, since the standards-sheets produced there could %. purchased and re~ 
printed | 


Finally it vas announced that ruide=type instructions for collaboration with 
the DNA would be worked out, oth whieh i would be oblisatory for all offices 
of the DDR to conply. 


In the meantime, tho Ministry of the Interior has written to the Ministry 

of Industry, requesting immediate submission of a list of those individuals 
proposed as DDR representatives on the various DUA sub-committees, presumably 
for the purpose of investigating these rersonsa’ rolitical reliability.
